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A LETTER, &c. 



London, 2nd August, 1832. 
My Lobd! 

As a Committee of the House of Lords is now 
sitting, of which you are a Member, to inquire into the state 
of the West India Colonies of Great Britain, I have con- 
sidered it my duty, having the welfare of tlie Colonies 
sincerely at heart, to address a letter to your Lordship, for 
the purpose of bringing to the notice of the people of Great 
Britain, . the documents I have subjoined, and to which I 
shall presently refer. It may, my Lord ! create some sur- 
prise to many of my friends, that I should take the liberty 
of selecting your Lordship, as the Peer to whom I dedicate 
my letter, knowing, as I do, how opposed you have been to 
the interests of the West India Proprietors ; but 1 hope, 
from the pains and trouble you have taken in the investiga- 
tion of the true state of the Slaves in the West India 
Colonies, (if I may be permitted to judge from your cross- 
examination of myself before the Committee), a re-action in 
your mind in favour of the Colonists has taken place, and 
instead of your being their avowed enemy, you will in 
future prove their friend. 

I duly appreciate those feelings in the cause of humanity 
which have heretofore actuated your Lordship, in seeking to 
ameliorate the condition of the Slave ; and when the inves- 
tigation has been concluded, it is to be hoped, that you will 
allow the cause of truth to prevail ; and that you must in 
candour admit, that you have hitherto viewed the state of 
Slavery with the jaundiced eye of prejudice. 

To enter into any discussion respecting the rights of the 
Colonists to possess Slaves, or to he compensated, if the 
British Government requires their emancipation, is not my 
intention. These subjects have been so often treated upon 
by several abler writers than myself, that, f trust a doubt no 
longer remains upon any Englishman's mind {if any has 
existed) as to the rights the Colonists are entitled to, of 
FDLL COMPENSATION, (/ (Aey be deprived of the property 
which they have lawfully acquired under British laws. 

My principal object in addressing you, my Lord ! is to 
place information relative to the protection afforded to the 
Slave, under the Colonial Law, before your Lordship and 
the people of England, who I find are, generally speaking, 
most deplorably ignorant of the state of the Slave population 
in the West Indies. The great mass of the public here is 
quite unaware of the existence of any law in the Colonies

for the protection of tbe Slare ; and thitf Is Dot veiy snr- 
priaing, for the ColonietB have diecoTered that the Colonial 
Minister in DowiuDg.-street is himself frequently ignorant 
of what Acts have passed the Colonial Legislatures, not- 
withatandlng copies of them are regularly transmitted to 
him ; and, my Lord ! from the questions put to me by your 
Lordship, in my cross-exaHiiHation before the Committee, 
I think I may be permitted to doubt, notwithstanding the 
interest your Lordship takes in the welfare of tbe Slave 
population, whether you have ever read the last Act passed 
the Legislature of Jamaica for the Government of Slaves. 
Perhaps its extreme length (139 clauses) may be the apology 
offered by your Lordship for not having perused it, and may 
probably be the excuse of many others, who ought first to 
know how the Slaves are governed b^ore they think of 
advising the Government here to legislate for the Colonies. 

To convey this necessary knowledge to your Lordship, 
without much trouble, I have made an Abstract of the Law 
now in force, which I take the liberty of subjoining, trusting 
it may meet with a perusal. It is so plain that it requires 
no comment from my pen. And in answer to what has 
been, and is now often pressed upon the minds of the public 
here, — and to prove that all the Slaves are not desirous of 
being emancipated, I beg to subjoin a copy of the Resolution 
of tbe House of Assembly, dated the 18th day of April, 
1832, and the Report annexed to it, which I trust will 
convince your Lordship, that however anxious the idle and 
dissolute Slave may toieh Jbr freedom, to which he only looks 
forward in the hope of the free exercise of his unbridled 
vicious passions, the good and industrious Slave, who has 
properlyand character at stake, is NOT so desirous of eman- 
cipation. They are far better off than the working classes 
in England, and I have witnessed more abject misery 
amongst the people here in one day, than during the whole of 
my residence of fourteen years in the West Indies. In fact, 
there is no misery there to be compared to it. And what 
can be a more convincing proof of the happy and contented 
state of the Slave peasantry, than the Address of Captain 
Williams to the Electors of Carmarthen, — a copy of which 
I ^sobeg your Lordship's permission to subjoin. 

I must now apologise for having trespassed so much upon 
your Lordship's time. Requesting, however, the indulgence 
of your Lordship, and a perusal of the subjoined doca- 
ments, '

TO THE INDEPENDENT ELECTORS OF THE 
BOROUGH OF CARMARTHEN. 

Gentlemen, London, July 12, 1832. 

Haviog lately declined the honour of being a Can- 
didate to represent the Boroogh at the ensuing Election. 
My reasons for not accepting your kind offers to retnm me, 
are— that the conditions yon wished me to engage in " to 
sapport, in toto, Mr, Bnxton's principles on the Slave 
Trade," differ from my view of that subject. When I sailed 
the autumn before last for the West Indies, I was a very 
great Anti-Slaver, and dut-ing eighteen months that I was 
on that station, I had an opportnnity of visiting most all 
oar Islands, and I particularly inquired into the condition of 
the Slaves. / Tetum convinced thai they are much better 
offthan any of the labouring classes ofthia country. Every 
Slave has now one day in each week to himself, besides 
Sunday ; and the labour they have to perform during the 
othw five days ie not greater than the working classes nere. 
The Slaves are clothed, and besides the provisions they ar* 



f- 'Titshed with, each familv bas a hut and garden belonging 
u Ne Proprietor, on which they can raise a sufficient quan- 
fity ^ *" vegetablee, fruit, pigs, and poultry for themselves, and 
also are enabled "to supply the markets ; and from this sale 
all industrious persons afford themeelvee many luxuries ; and 
they have balls and ffetes, in which they go to a great expence, 
particularly in their dresaes ; and I am so convinced of the 
want of hardBhip of their situation, that as the term Slave is 
uncongenial to British sentiments, we have only to alter the 
name into that of Labourer, and tl^n conaider Slavery abo- 
lished, -^modifying the mennmiBsion by term Instead of life, 
and establishing a maximum of valaatlon. 

I will not take up your time by entering into the interests 
of the Proprietors, or the effects that total abolition would 
have in destroying their property, also of taking away the 
Slaves' homes, wUch would be tbe consequence to them, as 
they all belong to the Plaaters ; and were all these persons 
rendered homeless, what wotdd be the effect P — In my opi- 
nion, a complete nncootrouled abolition would be the greatest 
possible injustice to the Slaves themselves : as, when tbe 
authority would be removed that now restrains them, they 
would become lawless, dissolute, immoral and profligate, in 
consequence of the circumstances of their position, — as in no 
utitance ta a black population kepi under reslrainl but by co- 
ercive auttoriiy, — and to instance an ex»mple, I can with 
confidence affirm, that the black population of our West India 
Islands aie much better off, and are subject to less tymnny, 
than the Inhabitants of St. Domingo. It would be troubliDg 
you too much to enter into the et^cts that an unconsidered 
abolition would have in destroying property, and the con- 
aequent failure of evert/ interest of the mother-covntry, par- 
ticularly in the revenue as a return home ; the loss of exports 
to our manufactories, which now tend out a large supply; 
the quantity oj" shipping and sailors thrown out of employ ; 
the impoasunUiiea of keeping engagements, and many other • 
disadvantages, which I feel I should intrude too much on 
your time to enumerate. 

From what I have stated. Gentlemen, it would have been 
inconsistent in me to have accepted your kind offer of support 
for the Borough of Carmarthen, and although I would not 
endeavour to influence your opinions, I feel confident that 
you could give me credit for placing the subject, which 
should be the condition of my return to Parliament, in the 
light which the opportunity 1 had of vritneasing, makes it 
t^>pear to me.
